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DETAILED ACTION 

This supplemental notice of allowability is in response to the telephonic interview with 
applicant's attomey (Mr. James M. Heintz) on 4/12/06. 
COMMENTS REGARDING THE DRAWINGS 

1. During the telephonic interview appUcant's attomey agreed to submit new drawings 
including the features recited in claims 6, 12 and 31. These features to be included into the 
drawings, which have been approved by the examiner, are: "the fuel metering system (claims 6 
and 31); the reduced oxygen gas stream supplied from an exhaust of a pre-burner (claim 12) 
These drawings corrections are necessary to overcome the drawings objections mentioned in the 
office action mail on 11/3/05. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 12-33, 37-41 and 115-123 are allowed in view of remarks/arguments 
presented by applicant on the response filed on 1/17/06. Particularly, page 8 11.11-13, 11. 16-49; 
page 9 11. 4-7; page 9 the second paragraph to page 10; page 11 11. 10-16; 11. 20-23; and page 12 
U. 6-8. Basically, Tenney did not disclose combustion of a gas mixture but rather the 
combustion of a mixture of liquid droplets of fiiel and air (aerosol). Moreover, Gerhold discloses 
that the gaseous fiiel supplied by the supply 1 10 is "normally a gaseous hydro-carbon containing 
fiiel such as, for example natural gas" not a second gas containing oxygen.
